THE WILLIAMSBURG 
RESOLVE 

[NOTE: The following article was 

submitted by Terry Sanders, Executive Director, 
and member of C.A.L.L.'s (Citizens Against 
Legal Loopholes) Legal Team. C.A.L.L. 
supports, but does not endorse The 
Williamsburg Resolve.] 

"The history of the present Federal 
Government of the United States is a history of 
repeated injuries and usurpation’s, all having in 
direct object the establishment of an absolute 
Tyranny over these States. To prove this, let the 
facts be submitted to a candid world." 
(Declaration of RE-Independence). 

"On November 22, 1994, the nation’s 30 
sitting Republican State Governors met in 
Williamsburg, Virginia, and drafted what is 
known as the Williamsburg Resolve. Whereas, 
they declared: 

"We gather at an historical moment at an 
historical place. 

"Here and in other colonial capitols, the 
nation's founders first debated the idea of 
independence and the fundamental principles of 
freedom. Then, the challenge to the liberties of 
the people came from an arrogant, overbearing 
monarchy across the sea. 

"Today, that challenge comes from our own 
Federal government — a government that has 
defied, and that now ignores, virtually every 
constitutional limit fashioned by the framers to 
confine its reach and thus to guard the freedom 
of the people. 

"In our day, the threat to self-determination 
posed by the centralization of the power in the 
nation's capitol has been dramatically 
demonstrated. The effects of intrusive Federal 
government authority have been felt so widely 
and so profoundly that a united chorus of 
opposition has arisen from town halls and state 
capitols, from community organizations and 


private associations, from enterprises and 
individuals, across America. 

"The founders of our Republic and the 
framers of our Constitution well understood the 
ultimate incompatibility of centralized power 
and republican ideals. They did not pledge then- 
lives, fortunes and sacred honor to achieve 
independence from an oppressive monarchy in 
England only to surrender their liberties to an 
all-powerful central government on these 
shores. Rather, they devoted their considerable 
energies and insights to erecting an array of 
checks and balances that promised to prevent 
the emergence of an unresponsive and 
unaccountable national government. 

"Chief among these checks were to be State 
governments, whose co-equal role was 

expressly acknowledged in the Tenth 
Amendment to the Constitution, and whose 
sweeping jurisdiction and popular support were 
presumed sufficient to resist Federal 
encroachment. The Federal government, by 
contrast, was given certain expressly 
enumerated powers and denied all others. From 
the balanced federal-state relationship, 
predicated on dual sovereignty, there was to 
come a healthy tension that would serve as a 
bulwark against any concentration of power that 
threatened the freedoms of the people. [Note: 
This is an incorrect statement, as the federal 
government is a creation of the States and the 
creation can never be equal to its creator. This 
statement only illustrates that the Governors, 
like Congress, do not fully understand the 
Constitution and the sovereignty of the States. 
Most importantly, the governors fail to 
acknowledge that We the People are the True 
Sovereign and both the Federal and State 
governments are servants of the People]. 

"Two centuries later, it is clear that these 
checks and balances have been dangerously 
undermined. The States have witnessed the 
steady erosion - sometimes gradual, sometimes 
accelerated — of their sphere of responsibility. 


Today, there is virtually no public responsibility 
or private activity in which the Federal 
authorities do not assert the powers to override 
the will of the people in the States through 
Federal rules, rulings and enactments. 

"Our freedoms are no longer safe when they 
exist only at the sufferance of Federal 
legislators. Federal courts and Federal 
bureaucrats... 

"Federal action has exceeded the clear 
bounds of its jurisdiction under the 
Constitution, and thus violated rights 
quaranteed to the people. The government of 
'limited, delegated powers' envisioned by the 
framers has become a government of virtually 
unlimited power."

HIGH RANKING MILITARY

"LASER ’LISTENER’ 
BEAMS WISEGUYS INTO 
JAIL" 

Above is the title of an interesting article 
that appeared in The New York Post, June 13, 
1996, by A1 Guart. The story relates how the 
NYPD-FBI Joint Task Force used a high tech 
listening device to record conversations of 
nineteen members of the Genovese Crime 
Family. 

Mr. Guart's article says: "The high-tech 
secret weapon that helped the Feds reel in 19 
alleged members of the Genovese Crime 
Family is an eavesdropping device that uses 
laser beams to pick up far off conversations. 


The camera-sized equipment, known in 
law-enforcement circles as a ' laser listening 
device ' allows someone standing outside a 
building [up to a distance of one mile!] to hear 
discussions taking place indoors. 

Tom Felice, sales manager of Counter Spy 
Shop in Manhattan, said: "The device consists 
of a laser 'pointer' that shoots an invisible 
beam at a window, and a receiver that picks 
up the returning beam. Since glass vibrates 
when people speak, the laser beam picks up 
the vibrations and carries them to a decoder 
that converts them back into sound. " 

The laser listening device costs tax payers 
about $40,000. Some good news is that a 
relatively inexpensive device [$99.95] called 
"The Bug Jammer" will defeat the Fed's 
expensive toy. Available through Phoenix 
System, Inc., [303-271-0305] the ad reads: "By 
generating unfilterable, random white noise, 
it desensitizes any microphone-based 
eavesdropping device, including RF 
transmitters , tape recorders, shotgun mics, 
and hard wire microphones , such as 
telephones hook switch bypasses, infinity 
transmitters , and contact mics. The Bug 
Jammer will also protect against microwave 
and laser reflection pickups. " 

If you are discussing "sensitive issues" at a 
meeting and believe that simply playing loud 
music will defeat any listening device that may 
be in the area-you're in for a rude awakening. 

A few years ago one of those 'Investigative 
Reporting' type shows featured a story about a 
man who claimed that a UFO landed near his 
house. He handed over a tape to the military 
with the sound of what he claimed was the UFO 
engine. Modem technology being what it is, the 
military 7 successfully (and easily) filtered the 
sounds and found it was nothing more than 
common household items... hand drill, blender, 
lawn mower, etc., all mixed together. Not only 
did the military filter the sounds but they 7 also 
produced tapes with each item making its own 
distinct sound so clear you'd swear it was done 
in a recording studio. A word to the wise... 

THE U.S. FEDERAL 
GOVERNMENT LIES ABOUT 
AMERICAN HISTORY AT 
THE LIBERTY BELL

I recently visited Independence National 
Historic Park, Philadelphia, PA [Independence 
Hall] over Memorial Day weekend, 1996, with 
my family to see the Liberty Bell. I noted the 
following Federal Government

Misrepresentations of our American History, 
which I now testify to in all good faith: 

1] At The Liberty Bell, The Federals omit 
any mention of William Penn's 1701 "Charter 
of Privilege" which reads: "Considering that 
it is impossible that any people or government 
should never prosper, where men render not 
unto God, that which is God f s...I do hereby 
declare... that every person...shall have and 
enjoy the free possession of his or her faith 
towards God... and so long as every such 
person useth not this Christian liberty to 
licentiousness..he or she shall be protected in 
the aforesaid Christian liberty by the civil 
Magistrate. " 

2] At The Liberty Bell, the Park Police 
guards omit the correct reason for the PA 
Colonial Assembly's ordering of The Bell in 
1751: to celebrate 50 years of liberty in 
Pennsylvania under Penn's 1701 Charter of 
Privileges . A Federal guard stated to me, "The 
Bell was not a symbol of liberty to anyone, 
and was just an ordinary bell, until an 
Abolition group in Phila, PA in the 1830's 
adopted it as a symbol of their cause". He 
further stated that, "There is no evidence that 
The Bell was actually ordered by the PA 
Assembly to celebrate the 50-year jubilee of 
Penn's 1701 Charter; it is coincidental " 

3] Regarding the Bell's inscription, 
"Proclaim liberty to all the inhabitants 
throughout the land," a Federal guard stated to 
me, "There is no evidence to show that the PA 
Assembly or the average person on the street 
knew or were aware of why The Bell was 
ordered and why this inscription was 
chosen. " When I noted that the Speaker of the 
PA Colonial Assembly himself-Mr. Isaac 
Norris-chose the inscription for the Bell from 
Leviticus 25:10 of the Bible [which is clearly 
marked on The Bell], the Federal guard replied, 
"The only person who knows why this 
inscription was chosen to be placed on The 
Liberty Bell was speaker Norris himself We 
deal in facts— not folklore " 

4] I noted to the guard that the first half of 
Leviticus 25:10 which was added to the base of 
The Bell in 1873 states: "And you shall keep 
holy the 50th year," and that this Biblical 
instruction clearly shows why the PA Colonial 
Assembly ordered The Bell in 175 1. To this, the 
guard replied, "The Bell was actually made in 
1753. If it were made to celebrate the 50th. 
year of Penn's 1701 Charter, it would have 
been made in 1 751. " I noted in response, "The 
Bell was ordered in 1751” to no avail. 

5] At The Liberty Bell, the Federal guards 
fail to clearly identify the source of "Proclaim 
liberty throughout the land" and fail to 
mention n And you shall keep holy the 50th 
year" in verbal presentations. In this way, the 
obvious motivation for The Bell having been 
made is eliminated from public consideration. 

6] At The Liberty Bell, Federal guards 
conclude, "The Liberty Bell is a world symbol 


of freedom. " This may be so, but The Bell is 
first an American symbol of Liberty based on 
the Word of God in Leviticus 25:10 and 
Christian liberty declared by Peim's Charter of 
Privileges. The Bell is this American symbol 
first. Yet, the Federals suppress this 
information, which— if honestly laid before the 
public to consider-publicly acknowledges The 
Source of American Liberty. 

7] Further, between Independence Hall and 
The Liberty’ Bell stands a statue of George 
Washington with his right hand on a book. 
When I asked if this book was a Bible, one 
Federal guard stated: "I don't know...I can't 
say." Yet another stated: "It could be a 
Bible— that's one interpretation. Or, it could 
be a government law book... we don 't know for 
sure." 1 found it hard to believe that the 
Federals have no access to records indicating 
the sculpture’s intent. 

Why is a historically correct account of the 
Founding Fathers' efforts so important to 
Americans today? Why are the Federals going 
to such extremes to rewrite American history? 

AUTO REGULATIONS 
ARE 

UNCONSTITUTIONAL 

[Note: The following letter appeared in the 
Review newspaper, March 8, 1991] 

To the Editor, 

The driver's license, vehicle registration and 
mandatory car insurance laws are not in 
conformance with the Constitution and must be 
abolished. 

Amendment Article IV of the U.S. 
Constitution mandates that "The right of the 
people to be secure in their... effects 
[property— your cars] against 

unreasonable...seizures , shall not be 

violated." These so-called motor vehicle laws 
[license, registration, mandatory car insurance] 
represent an unreasonable seizure of your 
property by seizing the unrestricted peaceful use 
of said property. 

Amendment Article V of the Constitution 
guarantees that "No person shall he... deprived 
of. liberty or property, without due process of 
law. " We are at liberty to use our cars, which 
are our property, for the peaceful purpose of 
traveling, totally unrestricted by government in 
any way, without permits, licenses, vehicle 
registrations and mandatory car insurance, and 
no government can lawfully deprive us of that 
liberty without due process of law! Through the 
driver's license and vehicle registration fees the 
people are paying for the privilege of having 
their public servants permit them to use their 
own property. 

Amendment Article IX of the Constitution 
mandates that "The enumeration in the 


Constitution, of certain rights, shall not be 
construed to deny or disparage others 
retained by the people " The right to drive your 
car is one of thousands of [unenumeraled] rights 
retained by all of us. 

Amendment Article XIV of the U.S. 
Constitution mandates that "No State shall 
make or enforce any law which shall abridge 
the.. immunities (rights) of citizens of the 
United States; nor shall any State deprive any 
person of. ..liberty, or property, without due 
process of law." Under Amendments V, IX, 
and XIV $of the Constitution you have an 
absolute right to the unrestricted peaceful use of 
your property (cars) and the right to determine 
what is unreasonable with regard to the 
protection of your liberty and property. 

Amendment Article VII guarantees that "In 
Suits at common law, where the value in 
controversy shall exceed twenty dollars , the 
right of trial by jury shall be preserved." 
Because of the fact that these so-called motor 
vehicle laws (license, registration and 
mandatory car insurance) deprive you of more 
than $20, the right to a jury trial is absolute. 
Amendment VII of the Constitution guarantees 
to we the people the same protections in civil 
cases that we have in criminal cases. Therefore, 
all of the protections regarding criminal cases in 
Amendments V and VI automatically apply in 
civil cases. 

A trial by jury must be authorized by a 
probable cause (Grand) jury, which means that 
the party in question would have to be indicted. 
Amendment V of the Constitution states that, 
"No person shall be held to answer for a 
capital, or otherwise infamous crime, unless 
on a presentment or indictment of a Grand 
Jury. " Amendment VI of the U.S. Constitution 
guarantees that, "In all criminal prosecutions, 
the accused shall enjoy the right.. .to be 
confronted with the witnesses against him. " 
The accused has the right to be confronted with 
the witnesses against him in their examination 
at a probable cause (Grand) jury hearing which 
is guaranteed by Amendments IV, V, VI, VII, 
IX and XIV of the U.S. Constitution and Article 
1, Paragraphs 1, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 21 of the 
Constitution of New Jersey. The purpose of a 
probable cause hearing is to determine whether 
or not there is cause to bring an action against 
the accused, weather he may have threatened or 
harmed person or property 7 and whether there is 
reason for him to be brought to trial. To be 
indicted lawfully, there would have to be (1) a 
victim, corpus delicti; (2) the accused would 
have to be charged with doing harm to person or 
property; (3) a private person would have to 
swear under oath that a crime has been 
committed: and (4) there would have to be a 
probable cause finding by a probable cause jury. 
At this point, a proper warrant, signed by both 
the Grand Jury 7 foreman as well as a judge is 
issued. The only function of this warrant is to 
summon the party in question into court to 


appear before a trial jury of 12, so the outcome 
of the case can be determined. If the trial results 
in a conviction, the defendant then has an 
opportunity for appeal. The defendant would 
have to exhaust all avenues of appeal before he 
or any person can lawfully be deprived of their 
liberty to use their cars (their property) for the 
peaceful purpose of traveling without 
government restrictions. 

Amendment Article XIII of the Constitution 
states that "Neither slavery nor involuntary 
servitude...shall exist within the United 
States. " The so-called mandatory car insurance 
law steals money from your pockets to give to 
the insurance industry and by so doing, 
automatically puts you into a state of 
involuntary servitude to that industry. 

The making and enforcing of these 
unconstitutional motor vehicle laws also violate 
many provisions of the Constitution of New 
Jersey. Some of the protections violated are. 
Article I, Paragraph 1, "All persons are by 
nature free... and have certain natural and 
unalienable rights , among which are those of 
enjoying and defending life and liberty , of 
acquiring , possessing, and protecting 

property , and of pursuing and obtaining... 
happiness. " Article I, Paragraph 8, "No person 
shall be held to answer for a criminal offense 
(or civil offense - see Amendment VII - U.S. 
Constitution) unless on the presentment of 
indictment of a grand jury." Article I, 
Paragraph 9, "The right of trial by jury (due 
process is a jury trial) shall remain inviolate " 
Article I, Paragraph 12. "Excessive fines shall 
not be imposed, and cruel and unusual 
punishments shall not be inflicted" And 
Article I, Paragraph 21, "This enumeration of 
rights and privileges shall not he construed to 
impair or deny others retained by the 
people " 

The motor vehicle laws also violate the 
(1818 legal) Constitution of Connecticut, 
Article First, Section I, "That all men... are 
equal in rights; and., no man or set of men 
are entitled to exclusive public privileges 
from the community. " This means that those 
who wish to control your use of your property 
(car) without having to show that you have 
harmed their "person, property or reputation " 
are seeking exclusive privileges to which they 
are not entitled. This right is backed by Article 
IV, Section 2, Paragraph 1 of the U.S. 
Constitution which guarantees "The citizens of 
each State shall be entitled to all Privileges 
and Immunities of Citizens in the several 
States. " This means that we the people have an 
absolute right to use any of the immunities 
(rights) enumerated in any of the state 
constitutions. 

The license, registration and mandatory car 
insurance laws violate the United States Code as 
well. Title 18 'Crimes and Criminal Procedure' 
-also known as the U.S. Criminal Code, 
Section 241 states that "If two or more 


persons conspire to injure, oppress, threaten 
or intimidate any citizen in the free exercise 
or enjoyment of any right or privilege secured 
to him by the Constitution or laws of the 
United States or because of his having 
exercised the same.. They shall he fined no 
more than $10,000 or imprisoned not more 
than ten years or both. " Section 242: 
"Whoever, under color of law, statute, or 
ordinance, regulation , or custom, willfully 
subjects any inhabitants of any state to the 
deprivation of any rights, privileges, or 
immunities secured or protected by the 
Constitution or Law of the United States ... 
shall he fined no more that $1,000 or 
imprisoned one year or both. " Title 42, 'Public 
Health and Welfare', Sections 1983 and 1985, 
which have to do with "Conspiracy against the 
right of citizens" and "Deprivation of rights 
under color of law", are only some of the many 
laws violated by the aforementioned motor 
vehicle laws! 

We the people must insist that all of our 
rights are honored and that all of our public 
servants support the Constitution of the United 
States and the Constitution of New Jersey and 
that they immediately abolish the 
aforementioned motor vehicle laws and take 
appropriate action to prevent future occurrences 
of this type of criminal behavior on the part of 
government officials.

In response to the letter by Mr. Frisoli; The 
answer is because we allowed them to do it 
[enslave us]. Whether the question pertains to 
the constitutionality or unconstitutionality of 
issues of taxation, licensing or money, we are 
eventually wronged by alleged officials in their 
courts. There is an over abundance of alleged 
rules, statutes, acts and regulations which 
officials expound absent signatures under 


penalty of peijury under the laws of the land. 
Occasionally we are able to ferret out 
contradictory rules that appear to be a silver 
bullet yet the oppression gets worse. It is this 
man's opinion that the answer to all these 
questions is that of fundamental question 
(venue and jurisdiction? or) -how does this rule 
apply to me? 

The Constitution is a specific list of actions 
which a specific group of people as a fictional 
entity may perform. The .Bill of Rights is a 
specific list of actions which government must 
not violate. The Constitution can not apply to 
me. under the Republican form of government 
and I am not knowingly, willingly and 
intentionally subject to the legislative 
democracy. The government has unlawfully 
violated our Constitution numerous times. Like 
the unruly child, the more the child gets away 
absent some form of direction, the bolder 
becomes the child. Punishment of the unruly 
official is much simpler than dealing with 
children. There are l wo paths one can Lake 
(again, just one mans' opinion). Either path, one 
must commit to writing what law (Amendment) 
the official violated and how the official 
damaged you. First, you either plunk down 120

Cockpit of the Revolution: 

The War for Independence in 
New Jersey 
Parti 

"In January 1776, [Governor William] 
Franklin [the last royal governor of N.J.] was 
arrested by a detachment of the militia upon 
order of Lord Stirling, whom the governor had 
recently suspended from the Council for helping 
to organize the troops of the Provincial 
Congress. Upon intercession by the chief 
justice, Franklin was released again almost 
immediately; but thereafter his freedom 
depended entirely upon his inactivity. By 
venturing on May 30 to issue a proclamation 
summoning the Assembly to meet the following 
month, he incurred the wrath of the Provincial 
Congress. That body voted him, on June 14, 


1776, "an enemy to the liberties of his country"; 
and when the governor refused to sign a parole 
obliging him to remain quietly at Princeton, 
Bordentown, or Rancocas, he was brought 
before the Congress for examination. He 
refused to answer the questions put to him by a 
body whose authority he did not recognize and 
whose presumption he denounced. Though he 
was the personal representative of the King to 
whom the Provincial Congress still professed 
allegiance, he did not escape the indignity of a 
abusive speech by Dr. John Witherspoon, 
president of the college at Princeton, who 
wound up with a sarcastic allusion to the fallen 
dignitary's illegitimate birth... (p. 72) 

"in May 1776, some British men-of-war 
lying in Delaware Bay had landed men from 
boats near Greenwich and taken away twenty or 
thirty head of cattle. The incident had no 
importance, aside from furnishing excitement to 
the local militia, who chased away the invaders 
and captured from them a musket and five dead 
cows which had been left on Lhe shore in the 
hurried retreat to the ships.. .(p. 112) 

"Though New Jersey was alarmed by the 
proximity of the British, it was not lacking in 
martial ardor. Ever since the battle of 
Lexington, the inhabitants had been forming 
themselves into military companies. The 
comfortable Dutch farmer of the Raritan valley 
forsook his plow and his pipe long enough to 
drill himself in army' exercises; the student at 
Princeton went through his military evolutions 
with zest; and in November 1775, Philip Fithian 
describes the state of things among the marshes 
and peaceful farms of the southwestern 
counties. 

"’Battalions of Militia & Minute-Men 
embodying-Drums & Fifes rattling-Military 
Language in every Mouth— Numbers who a few 
Days ago were plain Countrymen have now 
clothed themselves in martial Forms— Powdered 
Hair sharp pinched Beavers-Uniform in Dress 
with their Battalion— Swords on their Thighs— & 
stem in the Art of War— Resolved, in steady 
manly Firmness, to support & establish 
American Liberty, or die in Battle!' ...(p. 1 14) 
"When the British threat became actual [at 
Perth Amboy] in July, it was militiamen who 
first appeared in the little capital to protect it 
against possible attack... (p. 1 15) 

"A particularly annoying source of trouble 
to the American authorities was the town of 
Shrewsbury... The colonel of the militia [there] 
resigned his commission in despair, 'making 
great complaints of the backwardness, "to say 
no worse", as he expresses himself, of his 
people; "so few of whom", he tells us, "are 
ready to turn out (hiding themselves and 
deserting their houses) whenever he marches to 
defend the shores”... Even Whigs were afraid to 
do guard duty in the neighborhood, fearing to be 
betrayed into the hands of British landing 
parties... One militia captain was told by people 
dwelling along the Deal shore that 'they did by’ 
no means thank him for guarding them, and that 


they would much rather have the Regulars than 
the Yankees there.' ...(p. 116-117) 

"As early as July 16, the Continental 
Congress resolved ’That... the Convention of 
New- Jersey be requested immediately to supply 
[2,000 militiamen].’ Two days later, the 
Convention complied with this request by 
voting the desired levy of militia. It appealed to 
its constituents for prompt cooperation in filling 
the Flying Camp [a mobile force to meet and 
oppose the British wherever they 7 might land], 
and closed its address with a solemn 
admonition. 

'"Remember, the hour is approaching, which 
will, in all human probability, decide the fate of 
America— which wili either ensure your title to 
the rank of freemen, or debase you to the lowest 
class of slaves. Life, liberty, and property, all 
await the issue of the present struggle. Arise, 
then, and exert yourselves!' 

"Despite this exhortation, the militia arose 
only lethargically 7 ; and how far it could be 
depended upon to exert itself, no commander at 
that time could be sure. Its members were 
inexperienced in war, and, like all untrained 
troops, subject to panic. Nor was the uncertain 
quality of the men the only source of anxiety’ to 
the military leaders. Quite as disturbing was an 
acute shortage of ammunition... [By] the middle 
of the month leaden weights were being 
collected from all possible sources in both 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey to be made into 
balls... (p. 124-125) 

"As for the two thousand militia which the 
New Jersey Convention on July 18 had so 
warmly exhorted to turn out, not one of them 
was in sendee when the month of August 
opened. 

"[General George] Washington grew 
worried, and on the eighth of the month wrote to 
urge upon the Convention 'the absolute 
necessity of adopting some immediate and 
effective measures for completing the troops 
voted. '...Spurred to action by this appeal, the 
legislature reorganized the militia system of the 
state on August 11, dividing all able-bodied 
men between the ages of sixteen and fifty into 
two classes, to serve alternatively for periods of 
a month, the first to march to the Flying Camp 
immediately. This new plan coincided with a 
momentary’ increase of military zeal in New’ 
Jersey which produced visible, though 
temporary, improvement. Within a week, there 
were nin e regiments of New Jersey militia 
serving under [General Hugh] Mercer's [Flying 
Camp] command from South Amboy to Fort 
Lee, and the general's whole force of well over 
five thousand men began to include also troops 
from Delaware and Maryland... (p. 126-127) 

"On August 27, General [Sir William] 
Howe, with twenty thousand British and 
Hessian troops (some of them brought by his 
brother, the admiral, who had finally arrived), 
advanced upon the American fortifications on 
Long Island and overwhelmed the defenders. 
The New’ Jersey militia serving with 


Washington, who helped bear the brunt of the 
action, shared in their commander's praise for 
the resolution and bravery of the troops, and 
most of them lived to escape from Long Island 
to Manhattan with the rest of the battered 
American aimv two days later. After tedious 
weeks of waiting in New York, where heat, 
cramped, unsanitary quarters, and poor diet had 
caused widespread sickness, and after a further 
period of outdoor duty on Long Island in heavy 
rains, the men were sadly disappointed by the 
fiasco. Their spirits were depressed still lower 
when Washington retreated to the northern end 
of Manhattan Island without defending the city 
or attempting to avenge his defeat... ’The Lads 
wish to fight, 1 reports a New jersey chaplain in 
his journal; and murmunngs of discontent 
became quite audible. A corporal in a company 
of the New Jersey militia was sentenced by 
court-martial to receive thirty-nine lashes for 
'speaking disrespectfully and vilifying the 
Commander in Chief.'.. .(p. 132-133)

ONLY IN AMERICA 

"Unique in the world' s legal systems , any 
person , American or not , at home or abroad, 
who participates in any [way], however 
insignificant, in helping an American citizen 
or resident to break the law (no matter haw 
trivial), is part of a ' conspiracy This 


conspiracy is another crime usually 
considered more serious than whatever is 
being done. To put it in perspective, if a 
Frenchman in Paris advises an American to 
show his contempt for his own government by 
spitting on the sidewalk if front of the nearest 
USA embassy, the Frenchman is guilty of 
conspiracy to commit a misdemeanor. This is 
a felony under existing USA laws. Under 
those same USA laws , his (French) home can 
be raided by the USA law officers , and 
searched Any of his property can be 
confiscated by USA agents even if they are 
illegally in France and even if those USA 
agents can , legally [though unlawfully] under 
USA laws, as in the recent Noriega case, 
legally kidnap the Frenchman, and legally 
torture him on the way back to the USA in 
order to legally extract a false confession to a 
more serious crime. Or the kidnappers can 
legally secure a fraudulent testimony to 
convict. They can legally arrange to have him 
placed in custody with known rapists and 
killers, and have him physically and mentally 
abused by other prisoners and interrogators. 
And it is all legal (from a USA point of 
view). "
